First — if there is a band or a style of music you 
like, go see the shows! Don’t complain that the 
venue is too far away or that you are tired. Get on 
mailing lists for your favorite bands and then don’t 
let them waste their money on your postcard, Go!! 
Many isthe time I’ve heard people say “Oh, too bad 
they broke up. | really liked them. | only saw them 
once, but...” Read the L.A. WEEKLY, read the 
freebies, plan your clubbing around the mu- 
sic. Don’t just blindly go to the same club 
on the same day week after week and 
accept what they offer. Support the 
bands!! ey % 

Second—if you're really a friend of AGP, 
a particular group, bea friend! Cough 
up the money to pay at the door and 
quit begging to be on the guest list! 
Everyone who enters free takes 
money out of the bands pocket. The 
guest list should be reserved for 
spouses and roadies, both of whom 
earn their right to see a free show. (I 
went to a club on Tuesday to see EX- 
VOTO. The place had thirty or so 
people in it, not too bad for a Tuesday, 
but | found out later that of the thirty or 
so, three had paid. The club made $15.00 Oe 
that night. Needless to say, the bands were 
not paid, though both EX-VOTO and TEPID 
RAIN performed anyway. And Orange County 
is probably going to lose another alternative 
venue). Don’t cry about how poor you are! It 
doesn’t seem to stop the bar from being crowded. 
And if you're really broke, save up to pay to see the 
groups you really love. Don’t abuse the generosity 
of your “friends” in the band. 

The conclusion | have come to is that what a fan 
can do is SUPPORT the scene. | guess finding 
support for the arts is difficult, no matter what art 
we're talking about, but we fans can make a differ- 
ence. 

After all, if one reads between the lines of the 
articles about pay to play, the truth becomes obvi- 
ous—fan support is crucial. Without it, on a per- 
sonal and individual basis, pay-to-play came into 
existence. With it, pay-to-play won't need to exist.

Wow, your letter was so straight-forward. We’re 
glad that you took the time to share your views with 
us. . However since you seem to be so adamant on 
this subject, | thought it might be nice to give you 
some facts so you can back up your argument with 
some truth, 

About the horrifying “animal over-population” 
thing that’s got you so worked up, DON'T WORRY, 
it’s not a major threat. Animal rights activists don’t 
have any qualms with neutering if there is a prob- 


lem. To control the rats you’d have to work on 
cleaning the cities. Most cattle are production line 
bred to meet the human (that's lowercase “h") 
overpopulation needs. Also, not using mice, rats, 
cats, dogs etc. in laboratories will not ad to the 
animal population. Lab animals are also bred on 
farms. If there is no demand for them then they 
won't be “produced.” 

As for denying your tastebuds, most of the food 
indigenous to different cultures is based on grains, 
vegetables and cheeses. So why eat the same old 
modern pork, beef and chicken. It’s usually the 
sauces and the breadstuffs that give you the most 
feel for a cultures tastes and since they were rarely 
served with meat, | don’t see your problem.

A shamble of a review for a shamble of ashow. The time: 
around Halloween. The place: Hollywood Live and a cast of 
thousands. The band: The original CHRISTIAN DEATH with 
founder Rozz Williams in tow. 

| should have smelt the urine in the air that night and stayed 
home, but for some strange reason the prospect of seeing Rozz 
back up in front ofthe original L.A. death scene vehicle intrigued 
me. Perhaps | should have gotten the clue after almost being 
smashed during a skinhead fight that erupted outside the club's 
doors. If | had only listened to Darby with her God-I-hate- 
reunion-shows attitude... But | didn't and forged straight into a 
disaster waiting to happen. But let me stick to the facts. |arrived 
at the club shortly after the first band had vacated the stage and 
the headlined crew was busy setting up. The wait turned to an 
hour and the crowd, in the hot boiler room, was turning nasty, 
Petty fights broke out every ten minutes or so, the stench of 
tension becoming unbearable. What the hell was all the fuss? 
After all, this was a CHRISTIAN DEATH reunion, not the N.Y. 
DOLLS. It seemed like another hour before the covenant band 
took their places on the sparsely lit stage. was thrown for aloop 
by Rozz's appearance: | mean, where was the shaved and dyed 
radical of earlier years?

HELTER SKELTER  FRI., NOV. 3 

Caught the last four songs... close 
but lost me. A repetitious industrial 
sound in which the vocals did not seem 
to fit. Didn't make it near enough to the 
stage to see who was doing what but it 
seems this band’s comprised of two girls 
(one on bass, one on guitar). Though 
this time around uninteresting, will try 
again later. 

“We're sorry, what did you expect,” 
was a quote from a song of the next band 
up, SHROUD.

dangerous location, a licensed guard 
should also be present. “Guest Lists” 
must be kept to a minimum and good 
Door Devils will order the producer(s) to 
stay away from the vicinity of the Door to 
avoid the inevitable “friends” who will 
appear. “Friends” arrive with pleading 
and often demanding attitudes. Once 
you let them in for free they will want to 
introduce you to their “friends” who , 
came with them, who also need to be 
“comped" ...and so on, and so on, and 
soon! A Guest List can grow like cancer, 
and since most of the producers’ work 
has been done by showtime it’s always 
a temptation to become a welcoming 
committee. An advance list of guests 
supplied to the Door Is fine, but stay 


away unless you have a grant or are pre- 
pared to subsidize the event. Real friends 
are those who support the event and 
their entertainment with money. The 
only excuse for a real friend to be ona 





guest list is poverty. Those who think | 


being on a guest list is some sort of status 
symbol (when they can well afford the 
cover charge) are full of shit, and not 
real friends at all. Stay away from the 
Door as much as possible and do not 
employ persons with hard drug prob- 
lems unless, again, you have a grant or 
are prepared to subsidize the event. 


THE PSYCHIC DOOR MASTERS... 


There are a very special few who have 
gifts of Door management beyond com- 
prehension. The magic they can do Is 
beyond detailed analysis. They visualize 
problems before they happen. They are 
nasty to the hostile, gentle fo the kind, 
and calm in the face chaos...

She tells me she “feels” something bad is 
about to come down and starts stuffing 
all of the cover charge money into my 
pockets and orders me to go away and 
make up asecrethiding place and dump 
it. While | am following these orders at a 
point distant from the Door, she is held 
up at gun point. The cash box (conftain- 
ing $3.00) is surrendered and the culprits 
make a speedy getaway. | call the 
LAPD to report the incident and demand 
they come immediately, because an 
empty cash box could really piss-off these 
thieves and they might come back. LAPD 
actually obliges swiftly and while Ms. Door 
Maven is giving the report to them she 
screams “there they are!”

Conclusion: The Door is as important toa 
special event as anything that happens 
on stage. It's the first Impression for the 
audience and the expertise of the Door 
Mavens often determines the difference 
between losing money or sending the 
performers home with more money than 
expected. 


NEXT CHAPTER: PROMTION 
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¢ Malathion rapidly hydrolysis’ (breaks 
down in water) above 7 pH or below 5 pH, 
but is stable in at 5.26 pH solution. Ina 
1980 report done by the California Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game, itwas found that at 
25 degrees Celsius and 7 pH, the half life of 
malathion was approximately 120 hours, 
and in seawater it was 90 - 96 hours. This 
indicates that it takes malathion about twice 
as long to break down in water than in soil. 
Because of this, two small fish losses oc- 
curred in inland streams during the initial 
runoff from the sprayings over the Bay Area. 


© |t doesn't stop there. About 1/3 of the 
broken down products or metabolites are 
found to be more toxic than the original 
substance. One of these is Maloaxon, but 
more importantly are the monoacids, which 
are 18 times more stable than malathion 
and ironically have half-lives of 24 days in 
8 pH solution. The Department of Fish and 
Game found that, as the sprayings contin- 
ued, the toxic content within the Bay rose, 
as more metabolites were being distrib- 
uted. Another factor which increased the 
lifespan of the metabolites was the rain, 
which for some reason had a higher acidic 
content (acid rain, maybe?). Therefore, the 
metabolites stabilized and 5 to 6 major fish 
losses occurred: The toxic content in water 
rose to near lethal levels for both striped 
bass and bay shrimp (the cause for alarm 
was probably because these are important 
economic commodities). and only lowered 
after the sprayings, as well as the rain, 
stopped. 


There was a study done on the terato- 
genic-effects of organophosphates on the 
African Clawed Frog. Itcan be found in the 
Journal of Environmental Scienceand Health 
Part B, the June 1989 issue. Well, ma- 
lathion and malaoxon had greater chances 
of creating teratogenic effects than toxic 
effects at lower doses, so that means a lot of 
deformed tadpoles and frogs if spraying is 
continued. . 


* Though this hasn't been thoroughly re- 
searched, malathion is supposedly very toxic 
to birds as well. 
























































OVERLOOKED 
DANGER 


In Pakistan in 1976, 5 field workers died 
and 2800 others were poisoned. This “iso- 
lated” incident was caused bya little studied 
impurity withinstored mixtures of malathion: 
lsomalathion. The United States has had 
little concern over this possible aberration, 
because of its predominant occurrences in 
foreign countries. Studies have not even 
been tested as to what makes this impurity 
occur. The only public information that is 
available is that it is more toxic than both 
malathion and malaoxon. The chemical 
companies assure us that they check every 
stored mixture, but the possibility always 
exists of one overlooked tank... 
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Pesticide spraying is indeed a problem. In California, one of the least understood pesticides, malathion, is being 
sprayed over our heads at less than a moments notice. The announcement comes only one or two days before the 
sprayings and politicians wield this, as well as the public’s ignorance, to their advantage.. 

The earliest reference to organophosphates, the chemical type of malathion, is in the early forties in Nazi Ger- 
many. Dr. Gerhard Schrader of the IG Farbin Conglomerate was testing for insecticides when he came upon a deadly 
nerve gas, Tabun. Not much later, he discovered Sarin, which was ten times as “effective.” 

Malathion was introduced in 1950 by the American Cyanamid Company (ACC), which incidentally is the sole 
producer and distributor of that product within the United States. A very strategic monopoly on one of the least toxic 
pesticides to date. The battle for malathion spraying is both a political and economic fight, because many Califor- 
nia politicians would rather spray over cities than lose even a 
fraction of their “$14 billion dollar a year” fruit industry. Inter- 
estingly enough, without the use of malathion the loss is slated at 
an estimated $1.7 billion and so far $10 million have been used 
from emergency state funds for the sprayings. It’s media paranoia 
and propaganda that makes losing money seem so much more 
important, but that’s mere viscera to us, because it is important 
to certain people (See box 1). 

Anyway, although several skillfully worded reports have been 
written by the government dismissing the toxicity of malathion, 
there is enough evidence that further tests are needed to discover 
its effects on both the environment and living beings. 

First of all, malathion is highly toxic to bees, killing at normal 
doses supposedly non-toxic to mammals. It is also deadly to en- 
vironmentally beneficial insects, for example, the recent infesta- 
tion of aphids in the Valley indicates that their predators are no 
longer dominant within those areas as a result of the sprayings in 
1984. 

Malathion is especially dangerous to aquatic life, because of its 
slower rate of decay in certain types of water. Although the 
persistence (lifespan) of malathion in soil is shown to be'very 
short (from one to two days), in water certain conditions extend 
its half-life up to one month! (See box 2 for details). 

So now we come to the physiological effects of this latent pollutant. The Environmental Protection Agency has 
labelled malathion as a Hazardous Substance. A report by the U.S. Department of Health, Education, and Welfare 
entitled Occupational Exposure to Malathion explains in detail various cases of chronic and acute toxicity. The LDSO 
of oral ingestion ranges from 500-1400 mg/kg per body weight for certain mammals. Even though these inferences 
of extreme toxicity are important, more relevant are its potential effects. For example, in 1988, malathion had not 
been sufficiently tested in areas such as carcinogenicity, teratogenicity (dangers to a growing foetus), mutagenicity, 
and reproductive toxicity...which indicates that any animal or human who has been exposed to any amount of ma- 
lathion has an equal potential for subtle internal defects. Pregnant women, small children, and the elderly are 
especially susceptible to this. There was a report done (I haven't read it) in 1988 by USC for the California Department 
of Health Services (CDHS) that dealt with the outcome of pregnancy in relation to the 1981 Bay Area spraying (but 
| suspect that it says that there are no potential harmful effects because the CDHS is famous for downplaying dangers). 
(See box 3 for dangers to children of pre-school age). 

O.K., here are the acute toxic effects of malathion: miosis (pinpoint pupils) and blurred vision, vomiting, 
muscular spasms, bradycardia, and a response known as the SLUD syndrome (salivation, lacrimation, urination, and 
diarrhea). You see, like other nerve agents, malathion inhibits cholinesterase (ChE) which increases the activity of 
the acetylcholine which increases the contraction of all muscles, especially the heart, which brings us to the chronic 
effects: central nervous system effects, convulsions, paralysis, depressed respiration and cardiovascular functions, 
coma, and (naturally) death. Death mainly comes as a result of respiratory as well as cardiovascular failure. Psychi- 
atric disorders have also been found to occur as a result of contact (for example, depression and disorientation). 

As a final interesting note, in 1978 the United States government passed a law that required the release of 
pesticide health and safety data to any U.S. citizen requesting it. Well, the chemical industry didn’t like this invasion 
of privacy and challenged it on constitutional grounds. They obtained several injunctions and it was not until June 
28, 1982 that environmental groups were allowed to read their reports...

As seen in 1981, the delay of aerial spraying over Santa Clara County had definite damaging effects 
onthe political career of Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. Today, with Brown’s political mistake on their minds, 
official have acted swiftly to spray malathion to eradicate "LA County’s worst Medfly infestation.” Political 
risks also increase with the increase in spraying, especially over the same neighborhoods, but the sprayings 
are occurring so quickly that public opposition barely has time to organize. Fact is, 
there hasn’t been much public‘opposition, and some say there may notbe 
much till the paint peels off of the cars or until the public has more 
knowledge of the pesticide’s danger to their health. In 1984, Patty 
Prickett formed asmall opposition group protesting the sprayings in 
LA. Unfortu- nately, at that time, it was not successful in halting 
the sprayings, <_ but presently she is trying to organize another op- 
position cam- paign. 

Since the politi- TON 
tively strong (much stronger than the voice of the people), it is in the best inter- 
ests of politicians to work with them in exchange for funding for their campaigns. Another factor that 
strengthens the “need” for sprayings is history. Since, as stated above, advocating the sprayings holds con- 
siderable political clout, from 1981 to 1989 we have seen the rapid decline of malathion’s controversial 
nature to the public as the spraying occurs more frequently. 


** * 


Mike Antonivich says this: “If the spraying did not occur we would have an infestation that would shut 
down the entire food supply in California, and the public would be blaming every local and state official 
for that occurrence.” As with most politicians, Antonivich is intent on the spraying idea. No more food 
huh. He makes no mention of other methods to control the fly. Instead he prefers us to believe that 
spraying is our only option.

One more politically influenced note: Complaints have been made by residents and politicians in less 
wealthy areas due to the fact that they are receiving more spraying then other neighborhoods. Namely 
East LA, San Gabriel Valley and most recently North Hollywood. Some complain this is so because less 
sterile flies are used in their areas. Assemblyman Richard Katz, of the northeast San Fernando Valley 
district, said it would cause political problems if officials treated infested areas differently, chosing “paint 
on Mercedes vs. paint on Chevys.” (Are they spraying over ex-President Reagan’s house? And if not we 
demand it immediately). 


OPTIONS TO THE SPRAYING 


Contrary to what we are told, there are other options to the spraying. Some include: 
1) Sterile Flies 
These flies are irradiated with either gamma rays, x-rays, nitrogen, helium or a partial vacuum. Al- 
though mathematically it is theorized that 100 sterile flies are needed to compete with each wild fly, 
this should be no problem considering these flies can be sterilized in large masses. It’s noted that 
in Guatemala in 1981, 5 million sterile flies were released a week. In Los Angeles they say there are 
not enough sterile flies available although there are two sources inside of the U.S. which produce 
them (Hawaii and Monterey). These flies can also be gotten from other countries (though they say 
the flies once bought from Peru may have been fertile (ooops). (It is doubtful they can’t produce an 
adequate supply of these flies — proper assumption: they’re lying). 
2) Garlic spray (health conscious but sounds gross) 
_3) Herbal Teas ; 
4) Oil of Lemon Grass 
5) Companion Planting 
6) Yeast or Vegemite in water 
7) Sodium Sulfate in water 
8) No doubt there must be natural predators for the med-fly. Where are they? (Dead from all the 
spraying???) 
Why are they not using these? Or at least trying them out? Is their some sort of sick and demented 
attraction these politicians have towards the spraying of pesticides over cities?

We know this headline makes no sense but we felt like 
itanyway! 

Two quotations, one from Organic Chemistry 
of Phosphorus (1) by Kirby and Elsevier, and an- 
other from Intolerable Risk: Pesticides in our Chil- 
dren's Food (2) by the Natural Resources Defence 
Council (NRDC). 

(1) “Among the least toxic organic phosphates 
(OP's) is malathion. However, malathion had a 
strange hidden drawback. The Agricultural Chemi- 
cal Approval Scheme said of this chemical: “Par- 
ticular care should be taken when handling it after 
recently using organophosphorus materials such 
as Mevenphos, Parathyon, and Sehradan, owing to 
the risk of cumulative effects.” 

Obviously when a pesticide is sprayed over 
entire cities the chances of it mixing with other 
chemicals is great. One possibility is that if ma- 
lathion comes in contact with an oxidizing agent 
(such as laundry deter gent) it will create Malaoxon, 
which is more toxic. (Darby says: What about 
pools? And what are the chemical possibilities of 
the combination of Chlorine and malathion? They 
don't tell you to cover your pools? And though we 
know malathion decays slower inwater, | doubt that 
tests have been made on what these chemicals 
mixed could do to the health ofsomeone swimming 
in them all day. Let alone what the health hazards 
are in swimming in awater and malathion mixture). 

(2) “With regard to neurotoxicity, NRDC esti- 
mates that between 17% to 58% of the preschool 
population based on lower and upper-bound aver- 
age residue values, respectively, may have average 
daily exposures to OP's from consumption of raw 
commodities alone, that exceed levels the federal 
government considers safe. This translates into an 
estimated 3-10 million children.out of the current 
preschool population of 18 million 1-5 year olds 
who may be receiving unsafe exposure to these 
neurotoxic insecticides. Exposure to OP's from 
processed and cooked fruits and vegetables may 
increase the risk.” 

This danger is increased if malathion is sprayed 
in the cities. For one, tests have not been done on 
the decay rate of malathion on concrete and other 
man-made substances. Children who play within 
those environments will come in contact and ingest 
malathion, i.e. putting objects in their mouths. 
(You say children aren't stupid enough to put rocks 
in their mouth? The malathion is mixed with corn 
syrup to insure its speedy decent to the ground, in 
addition to attracting the flies. Yummy, cornsyrup)! 

Another danger comes from the continual spray- 
ing of certain areas, which increases the concentra- 
tion of malathion. What is the safe dosage they 
should be treating these areas with, and how is that 
safe dosage affected with continual spraying (espe- 
cially considering how itdecays slower on concrete 
and in water)? Also, the Allowed Daily Intake (ADI) 
of pesticides is .02 milligrams/per kilogram of 
body weight/per day. This is for the regular pesti- 
cides used on fruits and vegetables and does not 
take into consideration the malathion. 

Another concern is that tests haven't been done 
on the effects of runoff water, which will possibly 
carry malathion to sources of public drinking water, 
swimming areas and the ocean. (Just think of the 
mixture of chemicals we've got in the ocean al- 
ready. Not a fun surfing safari now is it?)

Founded in the beginning of the insipid 
eighties by Joceylin Fedrau and Dale Stewart, 
CAPITOL PUNISHMENT have been doing its 
best to make a difference — and seemingly 
succeeding. 

As true veterans of the punk movement, 
Fedrau and Stewart (who have been extend- 
ing their political and social views to the youth 
of America and Europe for close to a decade 
now) have been role models for younger gen- 
erations of punks who weren't around at “The 
Beginning” of it all. 

Things have changed a little since the 
early eighties. The years have seen two sets 
of drummers and singers for CAPITOL PUN- 
ISHMENT come and go (Fedrau and Stewart 
play bass and guitar, respectively) and the at- 
titudes of the members, as well as the overall 
“punk attitude” has altered a bit over time. 

The band is currently playing with its 
third set of drummer and singer. Tim Biskup 
on drums and Joe Leggett, Jr. on vocals, com- 
plete the lineup of the “new” CAPITOL PUN- 
ISHMENT. 

The following is an interview. with the 
group which was conducted after one of its 
recent rehearsals on Fresno’s west side. 


Why and how was CAPITOL PUNISHMENT 
started and why hardcore as opposed to 
another style of music? 

STEWART: It started back in 1981, we played 
our first gig on the fourth of July, 1981. We 
had been putting on shows ourselves (we had 
been into punk since about 1979 as fans and 
record collectors) and we figured, “Hey, we 
need a band, we're putting on a show... why 
don't we make a band and we can play too?” 
Tim Biskup and Joe Leggett, Jr. are CAPI- 
TOL PUNISHMENT's newest members. What 
about the previous drummer and singer? 
STEWART: Well, actually Tim and Joe are the 
third pair of drummers and singers that we've 
had. When we first started off, we had a 
drummer and singer that lasted about six 
months (Eric Tsuda and Keith Johnson) and 
then we got Ralph (Lotspeich, vocals) and 
Mike (Branum, drums) who were with us for 
about five years and Joe and Tim have been in 
the band a little over a year now.” 

Has CAPITOL PUNISHMENT's attitude 
changed drastically along with the change 
of the members over the years? 

STEWART: It has a little bit. It's inevitable 
because they're different people. It has to 
change a little bit. But, the basic attitude of 
the band being a political punk rock band has 
stayed the same.

EP this time. 
STEWART: So, it’s eight songs on a 12" EP, 
but it’s 20 minutes long, so it’s kind of a mini- 
LP. No, it actually is a mini-LP. 
BISKUP: Actually, it is a mini-LP. 
STEWART: Right, a mini-LP. 
BISKUP: We'll market it as a mini-LP. 
STEWART: Yes, we need to consult with our 
marketing staff about that!

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How about the songs on the mini-LP? 

STEWART: There’s two of our new best songs on the album that we're 
really pushing, that we're hoping that people will pick up on: One of 
them is an old ROY ORBISON cover song “In Dreams.” We doa thrash 
punk version of that. And the other song we're pushing is called “Two 
Hands.” 

BISKUP: Also, we've got on it the original “Big Deal,” written by the 
very first singer that has never been recorded. 

STEWART: Yeah, we never released it before and it was one of the first 
songs the band ever did back in 1981. 

You've been on two American tours and one European tour. Any 
more touring planned to coincide with the release of the “Super 
Glutton” EP? 

FEDRAU: We're planning to go on tour in October to New York. 
BISKUP: And back... 

FEDRAU: Yes, hopefully the band will make it back. You're getting 
that VISA card, right Tim? (Laughter). 

STEWART: We're going to work our way from San Francisco to New 
York. We'll go through the mid-west playing a lot of towns we've hit 
before. Chicago, 
Milwaukee, Cincin- 
nati, Salt Lake City, 
Denver — the 
places along I-80 
and I-70 as it goes 
across the U.S. 
What was your 


European’ tour 
like? 
STEWART: The 


fans were incredi- 
bly enthusiastic. 
When we were on- 
stage, it was a 
blast. We played 
our first gig in a 
small town in Ger- 
many. We'd only 
been in Europe a 
few days. In fact, it 
was the first time 
any of us had been 
there and we were- 
n't sure what to ex- 
pect. So, we get up 
there and after a couple of songs they start singing along with the 
songs and we’re going, “Fuck, here we are — aband from Fresno, Cali- 
fornia and these German kids are singing the lyrics to our 
songs!” So, that was a real thrill. 

You've been around probably the longest of any Fresno 
band, hardcore or otherwise. What “right stuff” does 
CAPITOL PUNISHMENT have to keep it alive for so long? 
FEDRAU: I think it’s ‘cause we all WANT to be in a band. 
BISKUP: Yeah, being in a band is alot more fun for us than 
not being in a band. 

STEWART: Well, I'll tell ‘ya. I was.talking to this guy the 
other day who was thinking about joining a band that was 
looking for a bass player. The band had just kicked out its 
other bass player because he couldn't make it to all the 
rehearsals ‘cause he had to work at night. And so they 
wanted this other guy to join the band, but he worked more 
hours than the first bass player, so he'd miss even more 
practices. And the though just entered my mind, “I would 
quit that damn job or whatever I needed to do to play in that 
band.” Perhaps, that’s one of the reasons we keep doing 
this band is because of our priorities. It's the most impor- 
tant thing. It’s the thing that gives us the most pleasure in 
life. 

What are your views on straight-edged punk? 

BISKUP: Straight-edged punk? Well, I’m not straight- 
edged. I think it’s a good idea not to drink too much. Not 
to do too many drugs — to keep your head straight. I don't 
know, people should make up their own minds. 
FEDRAU: One thing that’s real interesting about straight- 
edge is that there’s a real danger ‘cause there’s certain 
straight-edged bands that border on being “jocks.” They're

FEDRAU: It’s because they have so much in common, like nationalism, 
patriotism, keeping your body pure. It’s unusual that there's a lot of 
white young men that are straight-edged. They seem to be the 
majority and that's kind of scary. But, I think the original concept of 
straight-edge is excellent (no drinking, no drugs, no sex before mar- 
riage, basic strict morality) as a backlash against the punks that were 
junkies and speed freaks who went to shows for a chance to party, to 
try to inject more intellectualism into punk. 
What’s one thing you've noticed about punk that’s really changed 
over the years? 
FEDRAU: The look has changed and I miss the punk rock look. I loved 
it. I still do. 
BISKUP: Yeah, I think it’s changed in that it used to be guys would go 
dressed as girls and girls would go dressed as guys. People were 
wearing “costumes” whereas now, you go to a show — you wear your 
leather jacket, you cut your hair short and wear big boots and that's it. 
It used to be there wasn't a “set way...” 
FEDRAU: One thing that’s interesting is it seems the top-40 people are 
taking over the punk-type look 
and the punks are going back to 
the long-haired look of the 60's 
and 70's... (laughs). It used to 
be if you’d see a guy walking 
down the street with a mohawk, 
you knew he was into punk rock.

BACK FROM THE GRAVE Vol 7 
WORLD CLASS PUNK Vols 1 & 2 

You'd think with all the 60's punk compilations that have 
appeared over the last decade that there isn't anything that's 
worth a flying fuck left to provide fodder for another. Once 
again, Tim Warren's fantabulous Crypt label (write to the below 
address for a listing of the many groovy discs - ranging from 
rockabilly compilations tothe balls-out full tint DOLLS/SAINTS/ 
LAZY COWGIRLS type buzzsaw trash-punk ofthe DEVIL DOGS) 
has proven otherwise with the long-awaited Back From the 
Grave Vol. 7, probably the most important and monumental 
‘60's comp since the original Nuggets or at least the early 
volumes of Pebbles. It's really hard tosay which tracks are the 
best ones, because they all rip-a-rare feat for a double album 
compilation! If you have any interest in this sort of thing, you've 
got no excuse not to own this. 

The two volumes of World Class Punk deal with the overseas 
counter parts of the cheap beer and hormone fueled teen 
damage cases who populated the Back From the Grave series. 
The first volume primarily deals with the Dutch-Beat phenome- 
non; unfortunately most of the best Dutch grunge seems to have 
been already issued on the three volumes of Pebbles, devoted 
to the sounds of the Netherlands and on the Flight to Fury 
series. True, there’s some real winners here, like the SCORPI- 
ONS’ “Ain't That Just Like Me,” FAB’S “Our Little Rendez- 
vous,” (token limeys) THE SONS OF FRED'S “I'll Be There,” The 
KINGPINS' “Diamond Girl,” and the kick-ass numbers by the 
MOTIONS and the ROLLERS, but it all seems to pale in 
comparison particularly to the third Netherlands volume of 
Greg Shaw's famed series. 

WCP Vol. 2 for the most part ignores Dutch beat (except for 
a lesser Fab cut); while a definite consistent album, little truly 
hovers above the realms of decency as opposed to sheer genius 
as in what is by far the best cut, the BLUE STARS’ “Social End 
Product,” The FRAYS’ “Keep Me Covered,” the BATS’ “Got a 
Girl,” and the BRANDS’ LinkWray-like instrumental “Zulu 
Stomp.” The rest, however good it may be, really doesn't 
transcend so to speak, being that it's all decent but only few 
attain the true marks of greatness. In other words, ifthis sort of 
thing is new to you than the World Class Punk albums aren't a 
good introduction, but for diehards like myself, they're good 
satisfactory listening.

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When in San Francisco at the Avancuy Festivat a few months 
ago we did a short interview was two fanzine editors, the 
common factor of both being it's focus on homosexuality. 
One with Bruce LeBruce of J.D.'s, azine | still haven't seen 
yet. Theotherinterview with Tom Jennings, of the popular SF 
fanzine HOMOCORE, who has also put together a few punk 
oriented shows as well. This interview was done by Darby 
and Kendon (singer of the Surrocate Braws). So here it 
goes... 


J.D.’s 


K: (speaking of J.D.'s) Well, it doesn’t really get to the 
meat of the Issue.., 

JDs: There was a lot of meat it that issue. 

K: Yeah, there was a lot of meat hanging... Well, like 
Tom's zine (Homocore), it's like defending homosexual- 
ity as a social thing... Yours seems like mindless fun. 
JDs: Mindless fun? 

K: Well, something to that effect. It's not really hitting the 
hammer onthe head. It's more foryour viewing pleasure, 
or... 1 don’t know but that’s what | get out of it. 

JDs: Well, | think it's more challenging because it's not as 
easy for people to cope with those kind of images. Like alot 
of people will pick it up and get freaked out, because it's so 
graphical. 

D: What, because there’s nudity or homosexual..? 
JDs: Not only that, but because we try to create this whole... 
as if it's an aggressive subculture that’s very unapologetic. 
And it kind of celebrates the intimacy in a frank way... and 
also, it makes a lot more references to the gay culture itself... 
like Homocore seems to be strictly for punks who are gay and 
it has a very punk focus, where as we dip into a lot of gay 
culture that a lot of punks might not be able to read because 
they are not as familiar with the gay culture... because gay 
culture has a whole history thatis sorta parallel to punk. What 
we're trying to do is meld them together. | mean, I've pretty 
much given up on the gay culture, the gay establishment as 
it stands, but ideally | think punks should take more from gay 
culture because there is a lot there that’s really important. 
Like a lot of political activists, a lot of roll models and things 
like that, from before gay culture was turned into strictly rich 
clothes... 

D: So, you say you're not into the gay establishment? 
JDs: Yeah, the way the gay culture has developed has totally 
alienated me. | still like going to gay bars and stuff like that 
but | always feel outside of that culture. 

D: How do you group yourselves (the zine) with others 
who are gay without separating yourselves from those 
who are not? 

JDs: Cause we are like a punk fanzine, we don’t really con- 
sider ourselves a gay fanzine even though we do pull lot of 
stuff from gay culture. So we gladly trade with people who do 
Straight fanzines and get interviews with them... we don't try 
to be elitist in any way. Like gay separatists or lesbian 
Separatist groups have that kind of arrogance that we try to 
stay away from. That's the first time I've run into that, since 
I've been here (SF). 

D: Where are you from, Toronto you sald? How is it 
there? 

JDs: It's about 500 times worse than it is here. 

D: San Francisco is probably the easiest place to feel 
free, or be open? 

JDs: Yeah, yeah itis. 


D: Even in LA you don’t see very many guys with guys 


and girls with girls... 


JD: You can’t walk down the street hand in hand with a 
person of the same sex in Toronto, even in the gay ghetto. 
D: You have a problem with gay bashing? 

JDs: Yes, skinheads especially. Like | was necking with a 
guy at the PUSSY GALORE, GOO GOO DOLLS show here. 
Ifyou tried that in Toronto you'd be out the door so fast. So, 
that’s one good thing about it here. Also, the hardcore scene 
here seems a lot more relaxed. Toronto seems about five 
years behind the times, it's still into this really macho thing... 
K: You were just saying how you hook up with straight 
zines or zines that aren't based on homosexuality... Ijust 
have a real problem seeing a whole lifestyle coming out 
of a sexual preference... It’s just like saying, well, | like 
to fuck dogs, so | deserve rights too and there should be 
certain laws to liberate whatever | feel like doing... 

JDs: | think it's only natural for gays to start congregating 
together when, if two of the same sex people walk down the 
streetand get fucked up... You want to form some type of soli- 
darity to fight that. | mean that's only logical. 

D: How do you like Homocore, and what do they think 
about you? 

JDs: They're really great. | think we have a different purpose 
though. Homocore is more politically focused. | consider it 
the gay Maximum Rock N Roll, it's very information oriented. 
So it serves as a purpose for networking. We're really more 
into... 

?: Juvenile Delinquent kind of stuff. 

JDs: Yeah, and like fiction and drawings and stuff. We tend 
not to be, we sort of refuse to be politically articulate in terms 
of spelling out politically issues. It’s all implicit. It's implicit in 
the stories. It’s implicit in the drawings. And we steal alot of 
oldstufftoo, from everywhere. 
Homocore is more current. 
So like | would steal old por- 
nography from the fifties, like 
naked men, who look totally 
punk right, then | put it in and 
pretend it's our friends or 
something, and people are 
like, ‘who is that hot guy.” 
And I'm all, “well, I'd give you 
his number but he’s probably 
fifty years old by now.” 


HOMOCORE 


D: I wanted you to explain 
a little bit about your zine? 
Like your goals with what 
you're doing with it? 

Tom: Well, | was just so dis- 
satisfied with everything that 
called itself gay, not every- 
thing just most things. One 
was to do something that 
wasn'tjust so ghetto-ized. It’s 
very blatantly gay and overtly 
gay but didn’t exclude straight 
people... to unite both scenes. Because | don't just hang out 
it gay places and all my friends aren't gay... 

D: I remember reading something in the last issue about 
J.D.’s, it seemed like you didn’t like it or something... 
Tom: Really? Oh no, not at all. Oh, there was a bit of an 
ongoing thing with the Advocate, a very definitely mainstream 
gay male stupid magazine. And there coverage of some 
Homocore shows, and their coverage of J.D.’s. They just 





keep editing out all the women... it's a really weird thing. 
They're only into this really narrow definition of things. And 
just like the mass market does, it’s just a gay version of the 
mass market. Like “our way is the right way” and they edit out 
anything that doesn’t sell magazines and stuff. They ignore 
all the women in J.D.'s, and it’s like 2/3rds women. They did 
itrepeatedly, and they covered the Homocore show and only 
mentioned the guys who came. 
D: | wanted to ask... for the homosexuals grouping 
themselves, sometimes it makes It seem like they're 
alienating themselves in some ways... 
Tom: That's what straight people always say. And | was 
never one to make a big deal out of it myself, everyone else 
was. It’s just a bit of reality, you know who your friends are. 
When fag bashing goes on straight people don't come help, 
gays have to defend themselves. Like black people have to 
defend themselves, and women have to defend themselves. 
That very remark is homophobic, you're sorta saying, “Well, 
why are you separating yourself?” Like I'm not separating 
myself, I'm being pushed out. It’s a big fucking difference. 
And that’s the whole basis to where the homophobic stuff 
comes from... (For gays) it's like self defense. So the idea of 
what | wanted to do was to make it more like, look, Homopho- 
bia is not the gay issue. It's not my fucking problem, it’s your 
problem. | mean it's my problem that it's being done to me, 
but it’s in their fucking heads... ‘It’s not time for us to change, 
it's time for them to change. And that’s where itis at. As was 
pointed out very clearly on Friday morning at the assembly. 
D: | wasn’t there. 
Tom: Yeah, | missed most of it. I'd find somebody who was 
there and talk to them about it. Yeah, talk to Deak about it - 
ask anyone who was there. 


This part didn’t record, but the 
story was, if remember correctly, 
that during one of the major as- 
‘semblies at the anarchy gather- 
ing, the question arose of who 
there was actually homosexual. 
The surprise was that almost half 
of the people there admitted to 
being homosexual. Though an- 
archists have more liberal views, 
it seems homosexuality is still 
difficult for many to accept 


Tom: It’s this thing like, “Oh, it’s 
only those faggots over there who 
are necking who are the only ones 
(gays) here.” Bullshit, it’s half the 
fucking crowd. ; 
Deak: Yeah, it was really well jl- - 
. lustrated to the heads there, also 
known as breeders, that we're 
really not going to tolerate it 
(homophobia). And we're (gays) 
really a significant part of this 
gathering, and there’s really no 
excuse forit. | have not heard of any homophobic instances 
(at the gathering) since, | think that the word got around and 
it had a really positive affect.
